Guilty of murder 


A MAN has been found guilty 
of murdering a fellow traveller 
after shooting him with a sawn- 
off shotgun in the early hours of 
New Year’s Day. 

Mark Mosley, 43, was found 
guilty of the murder of father- 
of-four Jessie Smith, 36, at a 
travellers’ site in Burwell. 

The unanimous verdict, 
returned after less than 24 hours’ 
deliberation, came after an eight- 
week trial at Cambridge Crown 
Court.

Mosley, of First Drove, Burwell, 
was also found guilty of the at¬ 
tempted murder of Jessie Smith’s 
nephew, Paul Rambo Smith. 

Mosley shot Mr Smith, of Com¬ 
mon Road, Potton, in the back at 
point-blank range with a sawn- 
off shotgun, having already at¬ 
tempted to kill Rambo by push¬ 
ing the gun into his stomach and 


pulling the trigger. The gun, that 
time, did not go off. 

The jury also concluded Mos¬ 
ley was guilty of additional 
charges of causing actual bodily 
harm and unlawful possession of 
a firearm to endanger life. 

Sentencing is due to take place 
for Mosley within the next two 
weeks. 

Detective inspector Alan Page 
said: “It has been a long time. 
During the trial, we have heard 
from 31 witnesses and have 


had evidence from various ex¬ 
perts including ballistics, foren¬ 
sics, firearms experts and blood 
analysts. 

“We really wanted to do our 
best for the Smith family. We are 
aware Jessie left four children 
who will now grow up without a 
dad. We had a heavy responsibil¬ 
ity to do our very best to ensure 
justice has been done.”

said: “All 15 men have been 
detained. Eight were taken 
to King’s Fynn police station 
and seven to Huntingdon 
police station. 

“They will now be referred 
to immigration services. 

“The driver, a 42-year- 
old man from Bulgaria, has 
been arrested and is being 
taken to Parkside police sta¬ 
tion in Cambridge.” 

A further nine suspected 
illegal immigrants were 
detained by Suffolk and 
Cambridgeshire police on 
Thursday after being found 
in Exning. 

Officers were called to 
Fandwade Road on Thurs¬ 
day evening after a member 


of the public reported see¬ 
ing a number of suspected 
illegal immigrants jumping 
out of the back of a lorry. 

Reports said the lorry was 
Spanish registered. 

A spokesman for Suf¬ 
folk police told Newmarket 
News : “It is thought they 
were from Iraq or Iran. 

“Six were detained by Suf¬ 
folk police and a report that 
some were heading towards 
Fordham in Cambridgesh¬ 
ire meant Cambridgeshire 
police detained another 
three.” 

The force said that three 
more people “may still be at 
large”. 

The incident comes after 
three people were arrested 
in an incident in Fordham 
Road in July A 14-year-old 
boy and two men, aged 18 
and 27, were detained.

MARK Mosley could face 
up to 30 years in prison af¬ 
ter being found guilty of Mr 
Smith’s murder.

On New Year’s Eve, Mos¬ 
ley and Rambo Smith had 
both been present at a party 
in the Comrades Club in 
Soham.

The mood soured and 
someone punched Rambo 
in the head. This person 
was said by witnesses to 
have been Mark Mosley. Po¬ 
lice attended the club in re¬ 
sponse to the disturbance. 

Rambo left the club and 
spent the next few hours 
gathering members of his 
family, including his un¬ 
cle, Jessie Smith, to have a 
fistfight to amend the situ¬ 
ation.

Smith’s Mitsubishi Shogun 
and fights broke out as bare¬ 
chested members of both 
families fought each other. 

Mosley then produced a 
sawn-off shotgun, which he 
fired at Jessie and Rambo 
Smith. 

While Rambo escaped in¬ 
jury, Jessie was struck by at 
least three blasts, the third 
of which, delivered at point- 
blank range to the back of 
his right shoulder as he at¬ 
tempted to get back into the 
Shogun, proved fatal. 

Smith managed to drive 
the Shogun a short way 
along a pitch-black First 
Drove, ramming anoth¬ 
er van, belonging to Ed¬ 
die Mosley, that had been 
parked on the road, into 
a ditch. The Shogun itself 
then crashed off the road. 

Paramedics attending the 
scene found Smith being 
cradled in Rambo’s lap. 

Mosley and his sons then 
went on the run. They were 
arrested on January 8 in 


Looe in Cornwall. 

Mr Smith’s widow, Lisa 
Smith, 37, spoke of her relief 
after the verdict. 

There was a cheer from 
outside the Crown Court 
building as news of the ver¬ 
dict reached supporters of 
the Smith family. 

Mrs Smith said: “I am 
pleased justice has been 
done. He [Mosley] deserves 
every day he gets. 

“It isn’t going to bring him 
[Jessie] back, but it’s some¬ 
thing. I worry about my 
children. They are the ones 
that have suffered the most 
out of this.” 

Mr and Mrs Smith had 
four daughters together: 
twins, 15, a daughter aged 
11 and another aged two. 

Detective Inspector Alan 
Page, of the Bedfordshire, 
Cambridgeshire and Hert¬ 
fordshire major crime unit, 
said: “This was a totally 
avoidable murder. Mark 
Mosley broke every rule in 
the travellers’ code by arm¬ 
ing himself with a sawn-off 
shotgun and using it, in¬ 
discriminately, at what was 
supposed to be a fair fight.”

The third, used 
for numerous group and committee 
meetings, will become the Breckland 
Room. 

But an agreed amendement to the 
proposition, put forward by Grace 
Bristow, will include a photograph 
and written detail about the two 
former councillors. Bill Abbs had 
been a member for 32 years while 
David Rogers was the first chairman 
of the Town Twinning Committee.

Residents fight 
factory plans 


RESIDENTS opposed to a 
new warehouse proposal 
in Newmarket came out in 
force on Monday to urge 
councillors to reject the ap¬ 
plication. 

The Vincent Close resi¬ 
dents, on the Studlands 
estate, were again fighting 
against plans for a ware¬ 
house, distribution centre or 
factory on units 9 to 11 on St 
Ledger Drive. 

The application, on behalf 
of C I Industries, was de¬ 
ferred by Forest Heath Dis¬ 
trict councillors last month 
for further investigation. 

The applicants then came 
back with a new plan for the 
site which was smaller and 
also a different colour to be 
more in keeping with the 
surrounding buildings. 

The revised plans came 
before Newmarket Town 
Council on Monday. 

Gail Spoore, a resident of 
Vincent Close, spoke on be¬ 
half of the group on Monday 
evening. 

She said: “We are not op¬ 
posed to this site being de¬ 
veloped but we want it in 
keeping with the road.

“That area sets the tone of 
the estate. 

“The lorries are going to 
be loading very close to our 
bedroom windows. They are 
meant to be loading until 
11pm at night and that is just 
not fair. 

“We appreciate that we 
live close to an industrial es¬ 
tate but we do not live in an 
industrial estate.” 

Many residents attended 
the meeting and had written 
letters to object to the appli¬ 
cation. 

Ms Spoore added: “As resi¬ 
dents we welcome this site 
being developed as long as it 
is well designed and is done 
with consideration for the 
families living opposite. 

“Even more crucially, this 
is not the correct site for a 
factory, warehouse or dis¬ 
tribution centre to operate 
24 hours a day, seven days a 
week. 

“If this development goes 
ahead, it will force many 
families and elderly people 


to move from the south side 
of the estate. This in turn will 
lead to a decline in the estate 
itself which provides much 
needed affordable homes in 
Newmarket.” 

David Wright, council¬ 
lor for Studlands, spoke at 
the district council meeting 
which led to the application 
deferral last month. 

He told councillors: “The 
24/7 operation shows noth¬ 
ing but contempt for the 
people that live near it. It’s 
ridiculous. 

“It is fundamentally the 
wrong building in the wrong 
place.” 

Councillors voted to again 
recommend the application 
for refusal, citing the height, 
size, effect on light available, 
the noise and volume of traf¬ 
fic, the environmental con¬ 
ditions of removing healthy 
trees, and the 24/7 opera¬ 
tions of the premises. 

The application will again 
come in front of Forest Heath 
District Council this evening 
(Wednesday). 

The applicants could not 
be contacted for comment 
yesterday afternoon.

Fly-tipping hits a 
‘disgusting’ level 


PEOPLE dumping rubbish on a 
housing estate in Newmarket will 
be prosecuted. 

That is the message from a 
councillor frustrated with fre¬ 
quent fly-tippers on the Stud- 
lands estate. 

Cllr David Wright, who lives 
on the estate and represents the 
residents on Newmarket Town 
Council, has hit out at the people 
who have continued to use the 
area as a dump over the past few 
months. 

Residents have seen mattress¬ 
es, sofas, microwaves, and fridge 
freezers dumped in the area. 

He said: “Recently we have 
seen a disgusting level of fly-tip- 
ping here on Studlands. It has got 
worse in the past month or so. 

“The truth is that, yes, if you 
fly-tip on Studlands you can get 
it collected for free - because we 
will arrange to pick it up rather 
than leave it to blight our estate.” 

The councillor, working with 
Cllr Michael Anderson, who 
also represents Studlands, has 
ensured the fly-tipping is high¬ 
lighted with yellow and black

tape and a stark warning for the 
consequences if those who dump 
the items are caught. 

Prosecution notices have now 
been issued for two people for 
some of the items left on the estate. 

And Cllr Wright has urged peo¬ 
ple to think about the conse¬ 
quences. 

“Those that think they can cash 
in on this act have thus far es¬ 
caped detection,” he said. “I hope 
we can catch them so that we can 
get them a fine and a criminal re¬ 
cord. If we catch you, you will be 
prosecuted-we are determined.” 

Warning signs have now been 
put up in numerous languages to 
reflect the multi-cultural mix of 
the estate, said Cllr Wright. 

The councillor added that “ig¬ 
norance is no excuse” when it 
came to dumping items. 

Forest Heath District Coun¬ 
cil has responsibility to act on 
reports of fly-tipping and remove 
the waste. 


A spokesperson for the coun¬ 
cil said: “Fly-tipping is a seri¬ 
ous offence that despoils the 
environment and costs the lo¬ 
cal community. Where we can 
gather sufficient evidence we 
will prosecute. 

“This is a warning not just 
to the miscreants who physi¬ 
cally leave the rubbish. Property 
owners who arrange for rubbish 
to be taken away have a duty of 
care for its safe disposal. 

“They must use a registered 
waste carrier to avoid being 
prosecuted, should the waste be 
found fly-tipped.” 

Report fly-tipping to Forest 
Heath District Council by going 
to westsuffolk.gov. uk/do it/fly tip - 
ping.cfm. If you see fly-tipping 
taking place, you can report it on 
(01284) 763233 or to customer. 
services@westsuffolk.gov. uk. 

Studlands residents can also 
join a Facebook group, enti¬ 
tled Studlands residents, where 
they can privately report to Cllr 
Wright anyone who they believe 
may be responsible for the fly¬ 
tipping.

AN EXNING teenager will become 
one of the youngest people to cross 
Iceland on foot. 

Angus Dowie, 19, and his three 
team-mates will take on the 250- 
mile trek throughout December as 
part of The Coldest Crossing expe¬ 
dition this winter.

joining Angus and Charlie on 
their adventure will be Stefan Rjin- 
beek, 20, and Archie Wilson, 19. 

The team will be document¬ 
ing their own expedition and will 
be hoping to develop a film about 
their challenging journey. 

Angus said: “Our aim in doing 


so, as well as becoming the first, 
is to encourage the youngsters of 
our generation to get outdoors and 
challenge themselves, learning 
about what they are capable of.” 

The expedition will be funded by 
businesses which are sponsoring 
the boys’ efforts. Clothing company 
Aether donated £21,000 worth of kit 
to the expedition while Fjallraven 


will be providing the team’s tent and 
sleeping bags. 

One addition to the kit is a 
cooked frozen turkey; which the 
group hope to heat in the hot 
pools of Landmannalaugar on 
Christmas day. 

“We know that if we can just 
make it to Landmannalaugar, we 
are home,” said Charlie.

sold off land for housing to 
bring in a one-off payment. 
If the council instead sells 
land to the housing devel¬ 
opment company, it will 
receive the payment, plus 
interest on money lent to 
the company, money made 
when houses are sold, and 
ongoing rental income. 

The council said it also 
gives a “greater certainty” 
that a site will be developed 
and not left by a developer. 

Cllr Mildmay-White add¬ 
ed: “This new commercial 
operation will help to build 
much needed homes in line 
with local demands and 
needs. 

“It will deliver a mix of 
homes for sale and for rent 
as well as supplying 30 per 
cent of the homes at afford¬ 
able rents or at prices aimed 
at the first-time buyer.” 

The concept is part of the 


West Suffolk Housing Strat¬ 
egy, which finds ways to de¬ 
liver appropriate housing in 
the area, including bringing 
empty homes back into use, 
closer working with private 
landlords, and encourag¬ 
ing housing associations to 
make better use of proper¬ 
ties. 

Councillors voted to ap¬ 
prove the company in a 
meeting last week, taking 
a 25 per cent stake. St Ed¬ 
mundsbury Borough Coun¬ 
cil will also take 25 per cent 
while Suffolk County Coun¬ 
cil will take 50 per cent. 

The final decision into the 
company will be taken at 
Suffolk County Council cab¬ 
inet on November 10 and at 
a meeting of the two West 
Suffolk councils on Novem¬ 
ber 17. 

If the idea is approved, 
building could start in 2016.

Tony's business

TONY FrewirTs plant stall has been a staple of 
Newmarket's market for almost 40 years. 

The trader set up his stall and has been a regular 
seller since August 1976, and has also been setting 
up on Mildenhall market for 20 years. 

Selling plants, shrubs and flowers, market trading 
became a must in Tony's life after marrying his 
wife, whose family have been in the market trade 
for more than 90 years. 

Now his vast knowledge of plants is put to good 
use, and Tony is able to advise on all types of 
plants, when they should be planted, and which 
ones are suitable for different places. 

Market days mean early mornings and Tony

"[But] the best bit of trading on the market 
is being your own boss but also having the 
community of other market traders as well as the 
public.

He added: "No one working in supermarkets 
can know their products as well as a market 
trader. Youngsters have so much more opportunity 
nowadays that it is difficult to get them to try 
trading on markets."

Campaign started for 
new village skate park 


A MAN from Burwell has 
launched a campaign urging the 
council to consider a new skate 
park for the village. 

Max Jamieson, who has been 
a keen skateboarder for 11 years, 
started the campaign because he 
believes the current skatepark is 
“old and deteriorating”. 

He told the News : “I strongly 
believe having a new and up-to- 
date skatepark will benefit the 
young people of the village. 

“My friends and I have wanted 
a new skate park in Burwell for 


a long time now... so I recently 
took it upon myself to try and 
make this dream a reality. 

“There are problems with the 
[current] skate park that repairs 
cannot fix, such as the transi¬ 
tions on the bottoms of the 
ramps are not right and they 
hinder speed and could throw 
less experienced riders off.” 

Max, 25, has helped with a 
number of projects around the 
country in building skate parks, 
and hopes an all-concrete park 
can be built in the village. 


Max added: “An all concrete 
park is really fun to ride for eve¬ 
ryone of all skill levels. 

“A fairly small yet adequate 
size for a village like Burwell 
would cost around £50,000 to 
£70,000.” 

Since starting the campaign in 
October, Max has also spoken to 
the village council, 

The council believes the cur¬ 
rent park is fit to last for another 
two to five years, with the metal 
framework lasting for 15 years. 

He now hopes to be able to 


speak to parish councillors at an 
upcoming meeting. 

Support is also growing for the 
campaign on a Facebook page, 
where Max has had more than 
200 likes in less than a week. 

Max said: “I am totally sur¬ 
prised by the support. I’ve had 
some nice supportive comments 
from people in the community. 
It’s been fantastic.”

IPT hike to add £12.80 
to insurance policies 


HE increase in insurance 
premium tax (IPT) from 6 per 
cent to 9.5 per cent will raise 
an extra £386 million a year from 
motorists, according to a new study. 

The RAC - which commissioned 
the research - said drivers will pay 
an average of £12.80 more for their 
insurance policies when the tax rise 
comes into effect on Sunday. 

The motoring organisation 
warned that young drivers will be 
hardest hit by the increase. 

It found that average premiums 
for those aged under 26 are 
£810, with 18-20 year-olds 
paying £972. The hike in IPT will 
take their renewals to £838 and 


£1,006 respectively. 

The RAC calculated that a typical 
driver who fills up a 55-litre car 
with diesel twice a month will pay 
around £1,200 a year in overall 
motoring taxation, including fuel 
duty, VAT on fuel, vehicle excise 
duty and IPT. 

The body's insurance director, 
Mark Godfrey, said: "Insurance 
is - rightly - mandatory for anyone 
getting behind the wheel. 

"The 3.5 per cent hike in IPT is 
another stealth tax like fuel duty 
that has unreasonably added to the 
already considerable contribution 
made to the Treasury by motorists. 

"With insurance premiums 


currently going up faster than they 
have in the last five years, it's sadly 
going to be a double whammy of 
bad news for the motorist." 

Meanwhile vehicle checks which 
cost motorists almost £10 million 
a year have been abolished by the 
Department for Transport. 

Since 2003 drivers who wanted 
to return a written-off car to the 
road have needed to apply for 
a vehicle identity check (VIC) to 
prove their vehicle matched the 
registration details. 

But the scheme - described 
by Transport Secretary Patrick 
McLoughlin as an "unnecessary 
burden" - has been scrapped.

The VIC was introduced to stop 
vehicle ringing - where criminals 
make it easier to sell stolen cars by 
swapping the identity of vehicles no 
longer economical to repair with a 
stolen vehicle of a similar make and 
model. 

The DfT said that during the past 
12 years around a million checks 
have been made, resulting in only a 
handful of cases of wrongdoing. 

Officials believe advances in 
vehicle security already deter the 
low-level criminals that the VIC 
scheme was set up to combat, 
while the development of online 
resources allow identification to 
take place without paper checks.

“RV can confirm that diagnostics 
undertaken on Red Cadeaux at the 
University of Melbourne Equine 
Centre at Werribee this afternoon 
show the horse has sustained a 
fracture to his medial sesamoid in his 
left fore fetlock. 

“The horse is comfortable with his 
leg in a splint and the fracture is stable. 

“Dr Chris Whitton from the Uni¬ 
versity of Melbourne advised that the 
injury is not currently life threatening, 
however the horse will not race again. 

“Dr Whitton stated that a plan to 
repair the injury is being formulated in 
consultation with other world-leading 
equine orthopaedic surgeons. 

“He further advised that he is not 
planning to undertake surgery tonight, 
noting that the horse is comfortable 
and that there are several options being 
considered to treat his injury.” 

Trainer Ed Dunlop confirmed that Red 
Cadeaux would be retired and that the 
connections will be doing everything 
in their power to ensure that the horse 
makes a full recovery. 

Rank outsider Prince Of Penzance 
held off the Willie Mullins’ Irish 
raider Max Dynamite, ridden by Frankie 
Dettori, by half a length. 

After the disappointment of just 
missing out on a victory that would 
have capped a stellar year, there 
was also a further sting in the tail for 
Dettori, who was banned for one 
month and fined for careless riding. 

He said: “It was a bit unfortunate 
that I couldn’t get the split when I 
wanted, but that’s racing.”

horse.”
